Little is left of the 
ancient monastic buildings—the roof of the Chapter-house, 
the refectory and little beside. At the dissolution of the 
monasteries in the reign of Henry VI11, the Priory was sold 
for ^400, and now, after centuries of changing fortune it 
starts a new chapter in its history. These beautiful gardens 
will give health and delight to gener'tions yet to come 
Priory Park was formally opened by H.R.H. the Prince of 
Wales in 1920. 
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
